"This amounted to $5.50 per cap- 
j ita,” Mr. Braucher said, "based on a 
population according to the 
1940 
census. Only two townships in the 
county had any debt outstanding at 
the end of 1947. The rest of the 
townships were operating op a strict­ 
ly pay-as-you-go basis. Nineteen of 
the 21 townships had a cash balance 
at the end of the year ranging from 
$498 to $6,457.
